New DXCC Entity 


In a press release on March the 13th, the ARRL DXCC Desk announced a new entity, 
The United Nations Temporary Administration of East Timor, shortened to UNTAET. 
This is effective from March the Ist and QSL cards will be accepted on and after 
October the Ist next. 


The International Telecommunications Union has assigned the prefix block 4WA- 
4WZ to UNTAET for as long as it exists. 


Visiting amateurs who will spend less than 12 months in East Timor will use the 
prefix 4W6/with home call and anyone staying over a year may obtain a 4W6 callsign. 


UN stations within East Timor may be assigned 4U prefixes for official use while UN 
Amateur stations may use the prefix 4U1.

Fingal Radio Club will present a slide show on busses and trains of past Ireland on 
Monday next March 20th at 8.15p.m. This talk and slide show will be given by Mr 
Desmond McGlinn the well known modeller and public transport expert of times past.
